2k. 00 Are. There vary about 50 persons present. The first spoke 
PAVLYCHKO who gave a general outline of recent developments in Ukrainian 
11 tear lire sticking all the time to official line and using a lot of 
phraseology. Then he read his poems {" Stjah 1 , 1 " Pro ruky V and " Zhest Nerona 11 . 

After PAVLYCHKO , LPACH read his three poems : Pamiati Haksyma 
igylakoho , Hryla t and Kalynova Baliada . 

Then followed questions from the public. One of the first ones 
was put by TOLuPKO Lev who asked the poets whether it was true what the 
nationalist press was writing about, namely that there were arrests 
and trials of Ukrainian literati in the Ukrainian SS2 in 1965 and 1966. 

The reply was given by PAVLYCHKO who said that it v/as true, 23 people 
were sentenced to various terms , up to 6 years for anti-Soviet 
activity. He mentioned KAKAVANSKYI as a oerman collaborator who continued 
his nationalist anti-Soviet activity after VvW II, was sentenced to 25 
ye.rsy then ( after the liquidation of the cult of personality) 
rehabilitated and released with a warning t licit he would not return to 
his past activities. However, he did not keep his promise, organized 
anti-Soviet actions and was sentenced now again. He mentioned a few 
other names and the anti-Soviet activity explained as producing and 
dissemination of anti-Soviet literature. 

There were two or three other questions but of no Interest.

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2. After the Evening DRACH f PAVLYCHKO ,KOSACH Yuri, KOROLYK and 
BODNAR went upstairs and fcad a few drinks at the bar. '.they discussed 
the Russification in the Ukraine . TOLOPKO was the main defender of the 
of iieihl policy and was supported by PAVLYCHKO* DSACH kept silent, 
and KO j AC II was sarcastic and cynical all the way * ikxoxgkx 
At one point DRACH asked KOROLYK why so few people particularly from 
Postern Ukraine were s cing him* KOROLYK replied that tuio was because 
of his article against KRAVTSIV B o hdaa. DRACH became very sad but did not 
say anything. 

It ’ s Korolyk’s and Bodnar's opinion that DRACH definitely 
was suf ering from the fact the emigres could not forgive him his 
article against Xravtsiv and Co* 

At the end KG BACH invited xli them all to his house on 14 October 
1960 * xhej all agreed to come, incl. also a Kosak who joined them during 
the discussion*
